JIM DOYLE BUILDS

The Andover Evening Study Pro- 
gram for Adults, of Phillips Aca 
jemy, will open for its 23 annual 
session Oct. 5. The program is 
conducted as a service to the 
men and women of the community 
by the faculty of Phillips Aca- 
demy, donate their time 
without compensation.
